Education Bill 


Passes House 


House To 
Act On 


Medicare 


WASHINGTON (BP) — An 
expanded version of Presi- 
dent Johnson’s proposed pro- 
gram of medical care for the 
aged under social security 
cleared the House Ways and 
Means Committee here. This 
marks the first time that a 
health insurance program for 
the elderly has cleared the 
committee for House action. 
Such measures have been ap- 
proved by the Senate in the 
past. 

The bill contains some fea- 
tures of alternative proposals 
offered by long - time oppon- 
‘ents of medical care, as well 
as the original administra- 
tion program. It provides for 
a voluntary insurance plan 
covering doctors’ fees in ad- 
dition to the basic hospital 
and nursing-care benefits pro- 


ederal participation, 
eligibility rules 
and broader coverage under 
the existing state-federal sys- 
tem of care for low-income 
persons. A seven per cent in- 
crease in cash benefits under 
the present social security in- 
surance prograrn would be 
provided. 

The American Medical As- 
sociation (AMA), vigorous op- 
ponent of medical care for the 
elderly under social security, 
offered an alternative plan, 
known as ‘“eldercare.”’ Re- 
publican leadership in Con- 
gress came up with their own 
alternative proposal, These 

would be voluntary and 
would be financed mainly by 
federal general funds rather 
than through the social se- 
curity system. A number of 
other proposals have been of-

The expanded ‘‘Medicare”’ 
bill would provide basic hos- 
pital and nursing benefits 
which would be financed by 
increased Social Security, tax- 
es and would:be available. to 
all peFsons over. 65.. Benefits 
‘ would include up to 6 days 
of hospital care for each, 
riod of illness, of which 
patient would pay the first 


All services ordinarily fur- 
nished by a hospital for in-

for public school agencies for 
the education of children of 
low-income families. 

2. It authorizes $100 million 
to state public education agen- 
cies for.sc hoo) library re- 
sources, textbooks, and other 
instructional materials for 
children and teachers in pub- 
lic and private elementary 
and secondary schools. 

3. It authorizes $100 million 
to public school agencies for 
the creation of supplementary 
educational centers and serv- 
ices available to all the school 
children in a community. 

4. It authorizes $100 million 
to be allocated by the U. S. 
Commissioner of Education to 
universities, colleges and oth- 
er public and private research 
agencies to develop educa- 
tional research and training. 

5. It authorizes $25 million 
for grants to states to 
strengthen state departments 
of education. 

The total of these auth- 
orized appropriations is $1.385 
billion. 

Question: Does the bill give 
aid to parochial schools? 

Answer: The bill does not 
authorize any grant of funds 
or provide for services to pri- 
vate schools. All of the ap- 
propriations for elementary 
and secondary education are 
to public agencies. 

Question: Does the bill give 
aid to parochial school pu- 
pupils? 

Aids Parochial Pupils 

Answer: Yes. If the private 
school has children from poor 
families ($2000 or less annual 
income) the public school 
that receives aid from this 
bill must provide them “‘spe- 
cial educational services and 
arrangements (such as dual 

enrollment, educational radio 
and television, and mobile ed- 
ucational services and equip- 
ment)” in which private 
school pupils can participate.

BILOXI, Miss. (BP)—Lead- 
ers of the Southern Baptist 
Convention were told here 
they should work harder at 
the task of developing new 
leadership for the denomina- 
tion. i 

During a two-day annual 
meeting of the SBC Inter- 
Agency Council, Lewis R. 
Mobley, director of executive 
leadership for International 
Business Machines, said an 
organization with a fast 
growth rate cannot sit around 
waiting for leadership to 
percolate to the top through 
normal channels of advance- 
ment. 


He told the Baptist agency 
executives they should con- 
centrate on removing the or- 
ganizational barriers to per- 
sonal employee development. 


““Most people want to grow 
to fulfil themselves. Organiza- 
tions should focus attention on 
this fundamental urge.” 


Mobley, a Southern Baptist 
layman, is on loan from 
International Business 
Machines working with the 
Chureh Executive Develop- 
ment Board. 

“A leader,” he said, “ is a 
person who has followers.” 
He advocated that Baptists 
study the _ circumstances 
which generate followers as 
a means of better understand- 
ing the qualities of good lead- 
ership.” 

“A leader,”” Mobley pointed 
out, “‘is one who can state a 
goal and reach it, largely 
through others, and mostly 


CRAHAM. CHAIR.TO 
BE FILLED BY CHAFIN 


LOUISVILLE (AP) — The 
Billy Graham chair of evan- 
gelism has been established 
at the Southern Seminary 
here, and the seminary 
trustees have named Kenneth 
L. Chafin to fill it. 


The joint announcement 
was made by Graham and by 
Seminary President Duke K. 
McCall in Greenville, S. C,, 
where the seminary was 
founded 106 years ago. The 
oldest theological school 
operated by Southern Bap- 
tists, Southern was moved to 
Louisville in 1877. 

Courses in evangelism have 
been a part of the seminary 
curriculum through the years, 
but this marks the first time 
that a professorship has been 
established specificially in 
evangelism, McCall said. 

The Billy Graham Chair 
will be financed for the first 
three years by a grant of $30,- 
000 from the Billy Graham 
Evangelistic Association. Dur- 
ing this time, a permanent 
endowment of $500,000 will be 
sought. 

In addition to supporting the 
professorship, the endowment 
will pay for maintenance of 
the Billy Graham materials 


housed in the seminary 
library, and will assist with 
a field program of evangelism 
to be guided by Chafin. 

Chafin presently heads the 
Department of Evangelism at 
Southwestern Seminary, Fort 
Worth. He will join the south- 
ern faculty June 1. | 

C. E. Autrey, Dallas, direc- 
tor of the division of evan- 
gelism for the Southern Bap- 
tist Convention Home Mission 
Board, called the establish- 
ment of the Billy, Graham 
Chair “the greatest’ develop- 
ment in evangelism in my 
generation.”’ 


Significant Event 

Wayne Dehoney,, |Jackson, 
Tenn., described the) develop- 
ment at Southern) \as “the 
most significant event during 
my service as president of the 
Southern Baptist Convention.” 
Dehoney praised Southern 
Seminary for taking {‘a forth-

Mississippi Baptist Convention Board on April 1, 1950, 
phenomenal growth and colorful history of the conven-

Dr. Quarles, at the time happily situated as pastor 
of First Baptist Church, Sylacauga, was elected by the 
Convention Board just as he was considering the call 


of. a large church in Florida. 

This added to the difficul- 
ties of his decision but after 
much prayer, conference and 
consideration, he ‘‘felt di- 
rected of God! to accept: the 
Mississippi position.” 

In his letter of acceptance 
to the Executive Commit- 
tee of the Board he said, “‘. . . 
I have from the beginning 
been keenly conscious of the 
tremendous responsibilities 
that rest upon the shoulders 
of the one who holds this re- 
sponsible position. If this work 
is done acceptably I shall 
need wisdom from God and 
cooperation from the 
brethren.

Then, beginning in 
1935, he spent the next seven 
and one-half years of his life 
as a Training Union worker, 
five years in Alabama and two 
and a half years as director of 
associational work in the 
Training Union Department 
at the Baptist Sunday School 
Board, Nashville, Tennessee. 

When he be gan full-time 
Training Union work in Ala- 
bama, there was a Depart- 
ment of [Education and 
Training, which included BSU 
work, Sunday school work, 
and Training Union work, In 
1937, this department was di- 
vided, and Quarles became 
secretary of the Training Un- 
jon and BSU work. In that 
year a record was set—more 
new Training Unions were or- 
ganized in Alabama than in 
any other state in the South- 
ern Baptist Convention. 


In 1940 Quarles began work 
with The Sunday School Board 
as associate to Dr. J. E. 
Lambdin, south-wide Training 
Union secretary. Two years 
later, he returned to the state 
of his birth as pastor of First 
Church, Leland, Mississippi. 
Then, from 1947 to 1950, he 
wag pastor of First Church, 
Sylacauga, Alabama. 

And that brings the story 
up to the headline, ‘Rev. 
Chester Quarles Offered Bap- 
tist Post.” Rev. Chester 
Quarles accepted the signifi- 
cant position offered him by 
Mississippi Baptists as their 
executive secretary. The fal- 
lowing paragraphs will men- 
tion briefly some of the hon- 
ors that have come to Ches- 
er, and some of the activities 
in which he has engaged, in 
the past 15 years. 

He has been exceedingly at- 
tive in denominational affairs 
on a Convention-wide basis. 
In 1955 he was president of 
the Southern Baptist Execu- 
tive Secretaries’ Association. 
In 1959 he was first vice - 
president of the Southern Bap- 
tist Convention. He was chair- 
man of the Future Program 
Committee, Joint Promotion 
Conference of the Southern 
Baptist Convention, and a 
member of the Baptist Jubi- 
lee Advance Committee and 
the 1961 Emphasis Commit- 
tee of the Baptist Jubilee Ad- 
vance. He is chairman of the 
Long Range Rural Church 
Work Committee of the Home 
Mission Board, SBC. 


In his travels Dr. Quarles 
has participated in a preach- 
ing mission to Jamaica and 
has conducted preaching mis- 
sions to Argentina and to 
Spain. He has visited the Holy 
Land, the Near ast, and 
Europe. Also, he conducted a 
touring party to Rio de Janei- 
ro, Brazil, for the. Baptist 
World Alliance in 1960. 

In the United States, he led | 
a preaching mission to the 
Dakotas, Montana, and Wy- 
oming in 1958, and was chap- 
lain for the Mississippi Bap- 
tist Laymen’s Crusade to Den- © 
ver in 1960.

These inclyle the Depart- 
ment of Wort with Negroes, 
the Office of Business Man- 
ager, the juvenile delinquency 
ministry, the Mississippi Bap- 
tists News Service, and the 
ministry to the deaf. 

The Department of Work 
with Negroes, added in 1953, 
has grown in its ministry as 
it supports also the program 
of the Mississippi Baptist 
Seminary for Negroes. 

An important outgrowth of 
this work has been that of the 
inter-faith Committee of Con- 
cern which is assisting in the 
rebuilding of many of the re- 
cently burned Negro churches 
in the state. 

The office of Business Man- 
ager was created in 1956 to 
supervise the growing work of 
the Convention Board. 
Through this office many im- 
provements have been made 
in business management and 
likewise numerous enconom- 
ies have been effected. The 
business manager is also per- 


+ sonnel director of the Board. 


The work of stewardship 
and evangelism have been 
greatly strengthened through 
a realignment last year in 
which the office of associate 
executive secretary was dis- 
continued and its work 
divided into separate depart- 
ments of stewardship and 
evangelism. 

The former Rural Church 
Work Department § several 
years ago was converted into 
the Cooperative Missions De- 
partment, enlarging and 
strengthening that phase 
which includes the juvenile 
delinquency and deaf minis- 
i 2 Promotion 

Temperance  promo- 
tion, while taking several ap- 
proaches during the past 15 
years, has been constantly 
Strengthened with a full-time 
director of temperance work 
the past few years. 

With the retirement of the 
director this year, the Chris- 
tian Action Commission of the 
State Convention has been 
added, with its full program 
to be announced later. 

Through the cooperation of 
the State Board the promotion 
of the various SBC Annuity 
Board plans has been strength- 
ened since there is now a full- 
time director in the state for 
this work. 

A comprehensive pioneer 
missions program has also 
been added, one ‘‘over - and- 
above” the regular * mission 
channels. This is the Mon- 
tana project in which the Con- 
vention Board has appointed a 
pioneer missions committee 
and ‘adopted’ the state of 
Montana as its major field. 

The commniittee. has spon- 
spored mission crusades to 
other points in the west and 
has been instrumental in es- 
tablishing new Baptist work 
in many areas. q? 

Another important step dur- 
ing the past decade and, a 
half has been the creation of 
the Convention's Long Range 
Planning Committee.

In 1963 a series of six high- 
way signs, advertising the 
convention, were erected at 
strategic locations on main 
highways leading into the 
state. 

The Bible has. always had 
a prominent place in his heart 
and life.

As a result of this he 
founded the Gulfshore Bible 
Conference which has grown 
in attendance ‘and effective- 
ness and has the potential of 
becoming one of the leading 
Bible conferences in the Con- 
vention.

Quarles and “with the coop- 
eration of the brethren” Mis- 
sissippi Baptists have for the 
past “15 years increasingly

sources, textbooks and other 
instructional materials. The 
supplementary educa tional 
centers and services are also 
available to all school chil- 
dren in a community. 
, Question: Through-~ what 
channels or agencies will 
these aids be available to pri- 
vate school pupils? 

Answer: Only through pub- 
lic agencies. The bill requires 
that the local educational 
‘agency will maintain admin- 
istration and control of the 
programs available to private 
school children. It also as- 
sures that the title to any 
property constructed or pur- 
chased shall be in a_ public 
agency and that a_ public 
agency will administer the 


funds and property for pub\_, 


lic educational purposes.

Jehovah was sending Moses 
into Egypt to effect the lib- 
eration of the Israelites. To 
assure him Jehovah gave 
Moses signs which were mi- 
raculous in nature (Ex. 4:1-9). 
These signs were designed to 
prove to Moses, first, and 
then to Pharaoh that Jehovah 
was with His servant. Now 
Moses is commanded to use 
these signs before: the. 
Egyptian ruler. 

The problem in this verse 
centers in the words “I will 
harden his heart.’’ Does this 
mean that Jehovah 
arbitrarily hardened 
Pharaoh's heart so that he 
could not believe the signs? 
If so, then this is out of char- 
acter for Jehovah's nature as 
He is revealed to us. In order 
to understand this statement 
it must be considered in the 
larger context of this entire 
story. 

In the first place, the very 
purpose of the signs was to 
convince Pharaoh of 
Jehovah’s presence and pow- 
er with Moses.

patients, except: doctors’ fees, 
would be*covered. From 20 to 
100 days of post-hospital care 
in approved nursing homes 
and up to 100 home-nursing 
visits would be provided. Pro- 
visions would also be made 
for out-patient hospital diag- 
nostic services. 

The House ways and means 
committee added to the ad- 
ministration bill a voluntary 
insurance plan available. to 
persons over 65 for coverage 
of doctors’ fees and various 
other health services. Partici- 
pants would pay premiums of 
$3 which would be matched 
by the federal government. 
The insured would pay the 
first $50 of these costs and 


would then receive coverage : 


for 80 per cent of the remain- 
ing costs. : 
$5.5 Billion Benefits 

Administration officials es- 
timate that $5.5 billion of 
benefits would be paid in the 
first full year of operation. 
The basic health services and 
higher cash benefits would 
be financed by a series of in- 
creases in social security tax- 
es on a broader wage base. 

AMA’S “eldercare’’ plan, 
sponsored by Reps. A. Syd- 
ney Herlong Jr. (D., Fla.) 
and Thomas B. Curtin (R., 
Mo.), would provide a volun- 
tary medical insurance pro- 
gram for all persons 65 and 
older. A state would have to 
take part in the plan before 
it would be available to its 
citizens. 


Federal matching grants 
would be made to the states 
for purchasing private medi- 
cal insurance for the aged 
and participants would pay 
premiums. Benefits would 
vary according to the private 
insurance policies but cover- 
age would include hospital, 
nursing home, medical, surgi- 
cal and drug costs. 

The Republican leadership 
proposal, introduced by Rep. 
John W. Byrnes (R., Wis.), 
would provide a voluntary na- 
tional health insurance pro- 
gram for persons 65 and old- 
er. It would be financed by a 
graduate premium contribu- 
tion by the participant, by 
contributions from states, and 
by appropriations from feder- 
al general revenues. 

Benefits under the republi- 
can plan would include 100 per 
cent of the first $1,000 of hos- 
pital and nursing home room 
and board, 80 per cent of oth- 
er hospital charges and surgi- 
cal and medical costs after a 
deductible of $50, and up to 
$40,000 in case of a ‘‘catas- 
trophic iliness.”’ 

According to the Harris Sur- 
vey the American people 
would welcome any of a va- 
riety of national health plans 
for the elderly. The Harris 
Survey is a polling service of 
The Washington Post, daily 
newspaper in the nation’s cap- 
ital. 

The survey revealed: that 
“feelings run strongly’? about 
getting some medical plan 
under way and that ‘‘majori- 
ties in all groups of. citizens 
are willing to support’’ eith- 
er the administration’s medi- 
care plan or the AMA’S elder- 
care plan. However,-when giv- 
en a choice, the poll showed 
that a government tax - fi- 
nanced program is favored 4 
to 3 over a privately financed 
program. 

Companion health care pro- 


‘ posals have been introduced 


in the senate. The senate fi- 
nance committee has indicat- 
ed that hearings will be held 
when the house takes action. 
The house bill must first clear 
the rules committee before it 
can come to the floor for de-

largely on the local and state 
levels. This will shift much 
ef the debate on church-state 
relations in education from 
Washington out to the com- 
munities where the decisions 
will be made and the policies 
worked out. In cases *where 
obvious abuses arise it may 
be necessary for complaints 
to be taken to the courts, if 
community dialogue and ef- 
forts toward acceptable prac- 
tices fail. 

Many of the possible abuses, 
however, may be eliminated 
by the administrative regula- 
tions that will be worked out 
by the Office of Education of 
the U. S. Department of 
Health, Education, and Wel- 
fare. Legislation cannot fore- 
see or provide for every pos- 
sible situation that might 
arise. Sound public policy, 
sensible p u b lic administra- 
tion, and devotion to constitu- 


‘tional principles can solve 


many of these problems even 
before they arise.

Since much publicity h a's 
been given to the action by 
the Boards of Trustees of two 
of our Baptist colleges re- 
garding the signing of the 
Compliance Pledge, many 
have asked why the Clarke 
College Board has not taken 
some definite action at this. 
same time. To give a very 
simple and concise answer to 
this question, the reason is 
that the Board has not been : 
requested to act on this mat- 
ter. It has been. discussed 
with the Trustees to acquaint 
them with the. situation the 
college faces for the pract- 
ically unanimous sentiment 
was that accepting govern- 
ment control was out of the 
question. The deadline was 
allowed to pass with no re- 
quest made by the adminis- 


tration for authority to sign 
“the compliance pledge. 


The Clarke Board has taken 
a very consistent stand on 
this question all along. 

(1) They declined to borrow 
government funds for the 
construction of facilities 
because they feared this 
would eventually lead to 
federal control. 

(2) They field off for several 
months on entering the 
NDEA Loan Program be- 
cause of this same fear. 
Only after they were as- 
sured that this program 
would not lead to such 
control did they agree to 
enter. 

(3) They approved this pro- 
gram for only one year at 
first. The next year they 
voted to continue, but with 
the definite understanding

not even a fault in Jesus. Hav- 
ing a notable prisoner. Barab- 
bas, and being accustomed to 
release 


release Barabbas or Jesus to 
the multitude, hoping they 
would choose Jesus. But the 
chief priests and elders per- 
suaded the multitude to ask 
for Barabbas—an insurrec- 
tionist, a murderer, deserv- 
ing to die, chosef? in prefer- 
ence to Christ, the Son of God! 
And while Pilate stalled and 
tried to find an excuse to re- 
lease Jesus, Pilate’s wife, 
with premonition from a 
dream, sent word to urge that 
he have nothing to do with 
Jesus. 


Pilate faced the supreme 
question, ‘“‘What shall I do 
with Jesus?” In cowardly 
weakness, Pilate stifled his 
conscience, yielded to the 
mob, and turned Jesus over to 
the soldiers to be scourged 
and to be crucified. Dramati- 
cally, Pilate washed his hands 
to declare his innocence, 
while all the people with sin- 
ful stupidity and satanic iniq- 
uity accepted the guilt upon 
themselves. 


MAN’S RESPONSIBILITY 
AND GUILT 

Jesus was condemned to be 
crucified. Who was responsi- 
ble? Of course, Pilate was re- 
sponsible and therefore guil- 
ty. He was the governor; he 
made the decision. Annas 
and Caiaphas were also re- 
sponsible, and with them the 
chief priests and elders. They 
knew that Jesus had done 
nothing wrong. And the peo- 
ple were responsible. They 
surely knew that Jesus was 
the object of prejudice and 
hate and treachery. But the 
responsibility for his condem- 
“nation to death rests on all 
people everywhere, for all 
time. He was condemned in 
our stead. He was willing to 
be declared guilty for our 
sakes. We, and all other per- 
sons, are responsible for what 
was done to Jesus Christ. 
However great the responsi- 
bility and guilt of Pilate, we 
must see ourselves as the ones 
for whom Jesus suffered re- 
viling and every disgrace.

Jesus endured humiliation 
triumphantly.—Nothing shows 
the majesty and greatness of 
the Son of man more than his 
calm endurance of insult, 
falsehood, and cruelty. He

showed the strength of perfect 
manhood, the holiness and for- 
giveness of perfect Godhood, 
and the unwavering strength 
of perfect commitment. No 
one other than the Son of God 
could have endured such hu- 
miliation without the slightest 
trace of righteous resentment 
or vindictiveness. 
Christ is on trial in us.—If we 
are Christians, Christ lives in 
us. The fact that Christ is on 
trial in us should be a stern 
challenge to fidelity on the 
highest level. We can become 
cowards, like Simon Peter, 
and deny the Lord. We can 
compromise his principles 
and teachings—by dishonesty, 
lack of Christian love for per- 
sons of other races, lack of 
loyalty to his church, lack of 
concern for the sick and hun- 
gry and mistreated, or fail- 
ure to break with lust or pro- 
fanity or intemperance or 
some other practice of evil. 
Pilate’s question is every 
man’s question.—The trial of 
Jesus before Pilate sym- 
bolizes something time- 
less and universal. Jesus 
stands before mankind. Each 
person faces the question, 
‘‘What shall I do with Jesus?”’ 
He may be hated, cursed, re- 
jected, for which the result 
will be the terrible wrath of 
God’s righteous judgment. 
Jesus may be neglected, sim- 
ply admired, or stupidly put 
off, for which one will surely 
reap the ruin of loss and 
eternal separation from God. 
But Jesus may be accepted, 
with penitent gratitude for his 
mercy, simple trust in his sav- 
ing power, and full commit- 
ment to his eternal lordship. 
The question still remains: 
What will you do with Jesus?

versa. Winston Churchill warned the world 
of the evils of Communism years before it 
became a world power. The crowd led by 
his political opponents laughed him to scorn. 
He was one of the few men exonerated while 
he lived. John Wesley tried to convince his 
sister about the voice of the people. In an 
emphatic tone he said, “The voice of the peo- 
ple is the voice of God.” She replied with 
sarcasm in her voice, “Yes, and the voice of 
.the people cried, ‘Crucify Him, 


crucify 


Him.’” Fortunately the centuries have proved the crowd 


wrong and the Christ right. 


Individualism has been lost in our mass-minded society. 
There are multitudes of me-toos, but few who stand on their 
own and know the principles on which they stand. Gerald 
Stanley Lee from a book entitled Crowds writes, “Modern 
man has a crowd soul, a crowd creed. It takes ten thousand 


men to make him think.” 


The clergy has not been immune to the voice of the peo- 
ple. Instead of telling an audience what they ought to do, 
many modern ministers run errands for them morning, noon 
and night. The “hail fellow-well-met” type of minister who 
preaches about the sins of the man on the moon rather than 
the sins of the man on the pew is much more prevalent than 
a John the Baptist: It was against such that Jesus issued the 
warning, “Woe unto you when all people speak well of you.”
